The Cardinal said he wanted in 
every parish a committee “which 
will go into community and neigh- 
borhood drug stores, book stores, 
lunch rooms, variety stores and 
places of that kind to talk with 
their proprietors asking them to 
cooperate with us and not to cor- 
rupt the vouth of the Archdiocese 
of Chicago.” 


The prelate told the women they 
“would be surprised to find that 
in the best neighborhoods... . 
these dirty things are being sold... 
these little dirty things; you can’t 
concieve how a mind could get 
them céut.” 


Cardinal Stritch said that most 
of the comics “are offensive not 
only because they are obscene, but 
worse than obscene.” He said most 
of them cater to actual degrada- 
tion, while others magnify end 
glamorize crime. 

“We have made a survey on that 
score,” the Cardinal said. “After 
all there is a certain curiosity in 
youth and that curiosity frequent- 
ly leads youth astray. Now it is 
just untenable how dirty and de- 
grading these things are. I am 
not referring merely to the type of 
printing matter which exhibits a 
woman in a bathing suit or some- 
thing. I am referring to the dirty 
filth of the worst sort which can- 
not be taken into the mind with- 
out corrupting that mind. And 
this is not being sold in secret 
places—it is being sold in public 
places in all of your neighbor- 
hoods.” 


The Cardinal said that without 
trying to minimize the evil being 
done by publishers, printers, dis- 
tributors and wholesalers of the 
objectionable material, “in the last 
analysis it is the retailer who re- 


leases this flood of filth on the.

Dr, Todd last week gave the 
1948 Nieuwland Memorial Lectures 
at Notre Dame. These lectures, 
delivered annually by outstanding 
scientists in the fields of chemistry 
and botany, honor the memory of 
the Rev. Julius A. Nieuwland, C. 
S.C., Notre Dame scientist who dis- 
covered the basic formula for syn- 
thetic rubber at Notre Dame. 

Describing the energy-giving 
substance he referred to as A.T.P. 
(Adenoisine-tri-p hos phate), Dr. 
Todd pointed out that medical sci- 
ence today is able to produce syn- 
thetically this substance which is 
made by the human body and 


stored in the muscles as sources of | 


energy. 


The substance currently is use-| 
ful medicinally only when applied | 


to internally-caused bodily deter- 
joration, according to the noted 
Briton.

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Washington Letter 
New Party May 
Be Created | 
Under Old Name 


Predicted ‘Realignment’ 
Of Political Groups May 
Already Be At Hand 


J. J. GILBERT 


Washington — President Tru- 
man’s smashing victory at the polls 
made history. 4t may have marked 
the dawn of a new epoch in poli- 
tical history. 

Red-faced but unawed, political 
prognosticators have picked them- 
selves up off the canvas and have 
begun now to forecast the make- 
up and policies of the Government 
in the next four years. There are 
some specific things, such as the 
likelihood of the Taft-Hartley Law 
repeal, concerning which specula- 
tion may be both entertaining and 
useful. But observers here are be- 
ginning to realize that the full 
measure of President Truman’s 
victory will be a long time in mak- 
ing itself manifest. It is possible 
it will be developing long after he 
has relinquished his tenure of the 
White House. 

There is reason to believe that, 
unwittingly y perhaps, President 
Truman has set up a new political 
party—in fact if not in name. 


Mr. Truman’s election was in a 
very real sense a personal triumph 
—and a great one. His margin of 
victory was not as great that ac- 
corded his predecessor of several 
occasions, but his victory itself was 
at least as great as any Franklin 
D. Roosevelt achieved. Besides, he 
apparently stands freer of obliga- 
tions to. persons and groups than 
any successful candidate has for a 
long time. “He did it all himself,” 
is what they have been saying here 
of Mr. Truman’s achievement, 


More important to observers 
than the fact Mr. Truman won is 
the manner in which he won. He 
triumphed without the backing of 
those “far-to-the-left” voters who 
had supported Franklin D. Roose- 
velt, but who left Mr. Truman for 
Mr. Wallace. He won over a han- 
dicap Mr. Roosevelt never had, a 
serious split in what had been con- 
sidered a basic strength of the 
Democratic Party — the “solid 
South.” And, he downed the Re- 
publicans in what was their most 
hopeful year in a quarter of a cen- 
tury. 


There used to be an expression: 
“There are just more Republicans 
than there are Democrats.” The 
Republicans fostered this idea, and 
it flourished in the days when the 
G.O.P. more often than not was in 
control of the Government. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt cast doubt upon this 
slogan by his successive victories 
at the polls, but it is gererally 
conceded that he didn’t win with 
just Democrats alone, but through 
a coalition of Democrats and others 
—some of them considerably more 
radical than the Democrats, 


President Truman defeated the 
Republicans without extreme radi- 
cals and without the extreme con- 
servatives. He apparently brought 
together enough voters of the 
“center” and “left-of-center” per- 
suasion to beat down the Republi- 
can challenge, while fending off the 
side attacks of two opponents. 
Moreover, President Truman piled 
up a total of 304 electoral votes 
without carrying New York, Penn- 
sylvania, New Jersey or Michigan 
with their large blocks of votes. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt carried all 
of these states against Governor 
Dewey in 1944. There is evidence 
that Mr. Truman’s victory gave 
powerful impetus to a further shift 
of the electoral power from the 
coastlines to the center portion of 
the country, with a combination of 
workers and farmers that will be 
extremely potent politically if it 
can be maintained. 


Thus, with a singularly personal 
victory, President Truman is the 
leader of a combination of voters 
which proved itself strong enough 
to down its rival major party, 
while suffering inroads from the 
activities of two minor parties. If 
those who supported Mr. Truman 
this year can be held together as a 
party in the future, it will be the 
old Democratic Party in name only. 
There is no reason now to believe 
that it would soon lose its clear 
margin in the popular and 
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Wayne Optimist Club.

Munich, Germany. — (NC) — 
Georg Johann Lang has been se- 
lected as producer of the 1950 
Oberammergau Passion Play by 
the Passion Play Committee, re- 
cently appointed by the municipal! 
council here. He is a brother of 
Mayor Raimund Lang. Members 
of the cast are to be chosen next 
fall. The committee hopes that 
by then members of the community 
who are now prisoners of war, 
principally in Russia, will have re- 
turned. Otherwise casting may 
meet with serious difficulties. 

The problem of accommodations 
for the thousands of visitors ex- 
pected in Oberammergau two years 
hence is being given careful con- 
sideration. About 600 beds in 
some 30 houses now requisitioned 
by the American military authori- 
ties there may become available 
by that time. 


At the last Passion Play before 
the war, 4,500 beds were on hand 
for visitors, and they were bare- 
ly enough. It is hoped that Amer- 
ican authorities will be able to give 
up housing space they now hold in 
Oberammergau because both land 
and building materials for addi- 
tional quarters cannot be provided 
as long as the village remains over- 
crowded along with refugees from 
East Germany.

Dear Readers: 


[N Protestant fiction the Nun is 

represented as one who left 
home because of some disap- 
pointment, because her love for 
/some young man was thwarted; 
‘and it is very common to be- 
lieve that the average Sister is 
detained in the convent against 
her will. Of course, the very 
opposite is the truth. 

Before one can receive the Re- 
ligious Habit, she is asked 
whether she is requesting it of 
her own free will. Before she 
takes her vows she is again re- 
minded that it must be a volun- 
tary act, free from all pressure 
either from her spiritual super- 
iors or from her parents. 

In the average Religious Com- 
munity of Sisters the candidate 
spends six months or more as a 
postulant during which she 
wears a habit-like uniform which 
is, however, not the Religious 
habit. She receives that,  to- 
gether with a white veil, at the 
end of her postulancy. She then 
enters the Novitiate which must 
last one full year and usually 
lasts two. During that time she 
follows a certain order of disci- 
pline and of spiritual exercises, 
combined, of course, with certain 
manual work which the Novices 
are expected to perform. It is a 
sort of apprenticeship during 
which she learns all about the 
work or services which she will 
undertake after her novitiate is 
over. She easily learns that she 
could be of very little help in

You Can't Believe As — 
You Like About Christ 


k is generally assumed that Christianity is constituted of all re« 

ligions organizations which pay tribute to Christ, and even of 
those people, who, un-affiliated with any religious organization, 
choose to call themselves “Christian.” But a little reflection, we 
think, will make it clear that such a concept is wholly erroneous. 
How can those, although holding membership in any of the various 
religious groups, who reject Christ in the one character in which 
He insists on being accepted, namely, as the Son of God Incarnate, 
lay claim to the Christian name? 

St. John the Apostle says (1 John IV, 8): “Every spirit that 
dissolveth Jesus is not of God.” 

In the same Epistle John (IV, 8) says “God hath sent His only 
begotten Son into the world that we may live by Him”; and (IV, 
14) “we have seen and do testify that the Father has sent His 
Son to be the Savior of the World.” 

In Chapter V, verse 5, John writes: “Who is he that over- 
cometh the world, but he that believeth that Jesus is the Son of 
God.”’ 

In Verse 9, he matches the testimony of God with the tes- 
timony of those who extol Christ’s holiness and beauty of charac- 
ter while denying His divinity: “If we receive the testimony of 
men, the testimony of God is greater. For this is the testimony of 
God, which is greater, because He has testified of His Son.” 

This same Apostle wrote his gospel principally to defend the 
divinity. of Christ. How then can one call himself a Christian who 
insists on believing as he pleases about Christ? How can a relig- 
ious organization call itself Christian if it harbors members who 
reject or even doubt the divinity of Christ? How can clergymen 
who reject, call in question, or even hesitate to substribe to the 
fundamental doctrine of Christianity, call themselves “Christian?” 
Retards Growth Of Church 

Since it is generally recognized that that portion of the human 
race which has been under Christian influence is more cultured, 
why is it that the human race remains, for the most part, pagan? 
Many Protestant leaders correctly blame “the numerous divisions 
in Christendom” for the failure to win the Orient for Christ. 

In fact, the Second World Conference on Faith and Order, held 
in Scotland in 1936, approved of a declaration which read “we 
humbly acknowledge that our divisions are contrary to the will of 
Christ, and we pray God for unity.” 

If these divisions were held to be contrary to the will of

~ Communist exploitation 


of the problem of Poland’s 


western boundary for a propaganda campaign aimed at 
sowing distrust of the Holy Father among Polish Catholics 
was dealt with by the Hierarchy of Poland in a joint pastoral 
which was read from all pulpits on the Feast of Christ 
the King. The letter was adopted, but not published, at a 


general meeting of the hierarchy 
held September $3 at Wroclaw 
(Breslau), former capital of Ger- 
man (now Polish) Silesia. 


Dealing with communist charges 
arising from deliberate falsificat- 
ion of the intent of a papal letter 
addressed to the German Bishops, 
the Polish pastoral avers that the 
Holy Father “never questioned the 
boundaries of the Polish Republic,” 
and makes it clear that the Pope, 
“in general, is not preoccupying 
himself with boundary problems, 
which are not decided by the 
Church but by international treat- 
ies.” A’ translation of the pastor- 
al’s text was released by the In- 
ter-Catholic Press Agency, which 
specializes in religious and cult- 
ural news from Poland. 


The pastoral also declares that 
the Pope, “in spite of the injuries 
which he endured as a result of 
the well-known attacks in the 
(communist) press, has not 
changed in the least his friendly 
attitude toward Poland.” The doc- 
ument cites a letter from the Papal 
Secretariat of State to the Polish 
Cardinals, dated July 31, 1948, 
which “officially states that the 
charges about the alleged ques- 
tioning of Polish boundaries by 
the Holy See are groundless.” 


The Polish pastoral is the latest 
development in the Polish-German 
boundary issue—generally recog- 
nized as one of the gravest and 
most difficult questions involved in 
the post-war reconstruction of 
Europe. It is an issue which in- 
volves not only conflicting Polish 
and German national ambitions 
and resentments, but also Polish 
fears of a new German attack in 
the future, as well as the lot of 
an estimated twelve million Ger- 


whole of Europe? Is it unrealistic 
of us to desire and hope that all 
those concerned should come to a 
serene judgment and undo what 
has happened, in so far as it still 
can be undone?” 


Although it was immediately 
pointed cut that the Pope’s letter 
dealt exclusively with the prob- 
lem of the Church and of the ref- 
ugees and did not concern itself 
with territorial changes and bound- 
aries, communist propaganda lost 
no time in misconstruing§ the 
letter into a “pro-German” utter- 
ance by the Holy Father and im- 
puting to him a desire for a res- 
toration to Germany of the areas 
taken over by Poland. 


News from Poland $indicated 
that this communist propaganda 
had made some progress, even 
among Polish Catholics. This prop- 
aganda was further nourished 
when the communists began to 
exploit statements by German 
prelates, one of whom (Bishop 
Johannes Neuhaeusler, Auxiliary 
of Munich) declared that the 
Pope’s letter, “which condemned 
the forced expulsion of German 
nationals from the eastern prov- 
inces obviously would not harm- 
onize with an approval of the con- 
tested border, even though the 
border problem itself was not even 
referred to, as is in keeping with 
the principle of neutrality which 
the ‘Holy See customarily adheres 
to in political matters.” 


On the other hand, the late 
Cardinal Hlond issued a pastoral 
on May 24, 1948, assuring Poles 
that the Church had no “reser- 
vations regarding the Polish fut- 
ure of the Recovered Territories,” 
(the term used in Poland to de-

1945. 

All these conflicts, fears, and 
sufferings are being skillfully ex- 
ploited by the communist prop- 
aganda. It takes as its pretext a 
letter addressed last March by the 
Holy Father to the German Bish- 
ops in reply to their Christmas 
greetings. In this letter, dealing 
with the post-war problems faced 
by the Church in Germany, the 
Pope emphasized that he would 
“never weary of appealing to the 
reason and conscience of the 
world” and urged the victor nat- 
ions “to forget the past and give 
to Europe and the whole of hum- 
anity the hope of a better mor- 
row.” | 

Before this letter was available! 
to anyone in Poland—as a matter 
of fact, even before its existence 
was known to anybody in that 
country — communist propaganda 
tore a small section of this Papal 
letter from its context and used 
it for a smear campaign against 
the Holy Father. 


The particular section dealt 
with the problem of the millions 
of German refugees from the east- 
ern areas who, the Pope wrote, 
“have been forcibly expelled from 
their homes in the East, without 
receiving any compensation for 
their confiscated property, and 
transferred to the German zones 
of occupation.” 


“In discussing them (the ref- 
ugees),” the Pope continued, “we 
are less concerned with the legal, 
economic and political aspects of 
that measure, which is without par- 
allel in the history of Europe. His- 
tory will judge these afore-ment- 
ioned aspects. We fear, however, 
that its judgment will be a severe 
one. We are familiar, we believe, 
with ‘what took place during the 
war in the wide spaces between 
the Volga and Vistula. Was it, 
however, permissible, as a counter- 
measure, to drive twelve million 
people from their homes and 
abandon them to misery? 

“The victims of that counter- 
measure, are they not, in their 
“eters, majority, human 
beings who had no part in these 
events and misdeeds and who had 
no influence n them?. Was that

Polish administration) and reject- 
ing as “groundless .. the assert- 
ions of the alleged support by the 
Church of the idea of a revision 
of the Polish state boundaries.” 
His Eminence Adam Cardinal Sap- 
ieha, Archbishop of Cracow, went 
to Rome last summer and, as be- 
comes clear from the new pastoral, 
discussed the whole matter with 
Vatican officials. 


It is against this background 
that the section of the joint pas- 
toral of the Polish hierarchy deal- 
ing with the boundary problem 
must be read. It declares that 
“with the Silesian lands, Pomorze, 
Warmia and Mazury (former Ger- 
man provinces) returned to Poland, 
the Church has moved there with 
the mixed multitude of transfer- 
ees and Polish Apostolic Admin- 
istrators took over Church admin- 
istration in the Recovered Ter- 
ritories.” More than 2,000 priests 
are serving in these areas “under 
difficult conditions,” the pastoral 
says. 


The pastoral goes on to say 
that Cardinal Saphieha “brought 
from Rome official assurance that 
the Holy Father never questioned 
the boundaries of the Polish Re- 
public.” We were sure of that be- 
fore,” the Bishops wrote, adding 
that the Pope assured the Card- 
inal of his friendly feelings for 
the Polish peopte. 


The »astoral then refers to the 
letter by the Papal Secretariate 
of State to the Polish Cardinals 
denying the charges against the 
Holy See and declaring “that 
numerous statements and mes- 
sages issued by the Holy Father 
under varying circumstances are 
full of paternal love for the Pol- 
ish nation, with whose sufferings 
the Pope sympathized affection- 
ately.” 

The pastoral then continues: 
“Informing you about those im- 
portant statements of the Holy 
Father and the Apostolic See, we 
assert that we were right when, 
last Spring, in the face of the 
anti-papal press campaign, we 
kept-a realistic dignity and calm, 
not allowing ourselves to be driv- 
en out from a religious stand 
which, for so many reasons, is an 
obligation of the faithful to the 
Head of the Church. We continue 
to persevere steadfastly in Christ’s 
faith and in deepest reverence for 
Christ’s Vicar, and we will serve 
Poland and her ‘historic destiny 
with all our soul.”

education, which is “passing 
through a great crisis, resulti 
from the post-war conditions an 
ideological struggles.” Reminding 
parents of their sacred duty to 
give their children a religious ed- 
ucation, the pastoral says: “Two 
main ideologies want to form Pol- 
ish youth today: Christianity and 
materialism. Christianity wishes 
to educate children of Catholic 
parents in Christ’s teaching; mat- 
erialism is revolved to educate 
without religion.” 


The pastoral then lays down 
nine rules for parents, urging 
them not to send their children to 
schools from whith religious ed- 
ucation has been removed, to give 
them the example of a Christian 
home life; to guard youth of post- 
school age against “the dangers 
of irreligion and corruption”; and 
to keep themselves informed on 
Christian teachings by reading re- 
— books and Catholic period- 
cals. 


In the third and last part, the 
pastoral warns Polish Catholics 
against “an attitude of sadness, 
of thoughts of despair, of incon- 
siderate deeds.” The Polish nation, 
the Bishops declare, “is the calm- 
est nation on the Continent . . 
It wishes to bring its labor and its 
soul into the new order. It does 
not fear for the country’s future.” 


“Let us maintain confidence and 
spiritual calm,” the pastoral says. 
“Let us have the feeling of per- 
sonal, national and Catholic dig- 
nity. Let no one permit himself 
to be provoked into unreasonable 
steps by dark elements which seek 
to weaken the nation’s vitality...

St. Alphonsus says that “The 
souls in purgatory, being loved by 
God and confirmed in grace, have 
absolutely no. impediment to pre- 
vent them from praying for us. 
Still the Church does not invoke 
them or implore their intercession, 
because ordinarily they have no 
cognizance of our prayers. But we 
may piously believe that God 
makes our prayers known to 
them.” St. Alphonsus speaks of St. 
Catherine of Bologna who “when- 
ever she desired any favour had 
recourse to the souls in purgatory, 
and was immediately heard.” 


Many Catholics nowadays depend 
on the poor souls for favors. It is 
almost proverbial (like St. An- 
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thony and lost articles) that the 
suffering souls will awaken one at 
whatever hour one wants to get up 
—especially if it is to assist at 
Mass. 

One venerable priest writes us 
that recently in a terrible storm, 

is church and rectory were 
threatened with destruction. 

“At the height of the storm,” he 
says, “I prayed to the poor souls 
and my church was spared, I have 
felt their power in other in- 
stances,” 

Why not pray to the Poor Souls, 
then? The Church does not forbid 
it. The practice seems to us a 
clear case of everything to gain, 
with nothing to lose. 

The Heroic Act 
Of Charity 

As a postscript, we might recom- 
mend the heroic act of charity to 
our readers. This is an act of de- 
votion, approved by the Church, by 
which a person offers up all his 
own works of satisfaction, with all 
those that may be offered for him 
after his death; these he offers to 
God for the relief of the poor souls 
in purgatory. We don’t offer the 
merit, understand. That is so per- 
sonal a thing that it can’t be 
alienated. We are concerned simply 
with the satisfactory value of our 
prayers and good works, our in- 
dulgences. This strikes us as be- 
ing supernatural prudence of a 
high order—something like putting 
money out at interest. Such an act 
does not bind us under penalty of 
sin and it may be recalled at any 
time.

XPERTS have been venturing 

their guesses on the “where- 
fore” of the unexpected strength 
which President Truman showed in 
the recent election. We do not 
pose as an expert in politics, but 
we feel that we are competent to 
philosophize, and in line with that 
process of arriving at conclusions 
we would say that Republican lead- 
ers underestimated the threat of 
Union Labor not only .to support 
President Truman itself, but to in- 
duce friends to go to the polls— 
and, of course, to vote as they 
would have it.

It is not likely that Union Labor 
voted as a unit, but if it did, it 
together with the immediate rela- 
tives of the workers and the sev- 
eral million government employees, 
would account for most of the 
Democratic vote. 


We did not like to hear so much 
from politicians on both sides con- 
cerning the need of having a Sen- 
ate and a House under their re- 
spective control, because we like to 
think of the representatives of the 
people acting as true Americans 
and according to the dictates of 
conscience rather than according 
to Party lines. There are common 
interests which are bigger than 
those of the industrialist, of Union 
Labor, of the farmer, and these 
bigger interests should motivate 
the action of every Congressman 
and Senator.

0.S.V.’s Poll Was 
Only Accurate One 


pp eg ed Fag the poll which 
Our Sunday Visitor took among 
its readers, the results of which we 
published in these columns on Oc- 
tober 31, proved to be the only 
accurate poll of the nation. We 
didn’t offer it as an indication of 
the voting trend, but principally to 
prove that there is no such thing 
as an united Catholic vote. 


Our results, for the record, were: 
51% of the total vote Democratic; 
46% Republican; .02% Dixiecrat; 
.006% Progressive and .004% So- 
cialist. These percentages tally 
almost perfectly with the election 
results. 


Our poll should have been at 
least as good as any other taken 
because it brought to our office 
voting preferences of persons in 
every state of the nation and was 
presented in a form which elicited 
truthful information. Expert poll- 
sters like Gallup now claim that 
the voters interviewed did not give 
poll-takers complete information 
or, after having expressed a Re- 
publican preference, didn’t bother 
to vote. 

The best crack about the failure 
of the polls to indicate the trend is 
that currently going the rounds: 
“I’m losing faith in polls,” says 
the speaker. “They're all wrong. 
Why I’m even beginning to doubt 
the Kinsey Report.” And well he 
might. 


Pressure From 
Religious Groups 


Bes Charles Clayton Morrison, 
speaking in Cleveland recent- 
ly, stated that Protestantism 
should find a way to “embody 
its underlying unity in an organ- 
ized, visible and effective medium.” 
Dr. Morrisen was one of a num- 
ber of Protestant churchmen who 
did, only a year ago, effect an or- 
ganization “to unite Protestants 
and other Americans” against the 
Catholic Church, on the pretense 
that it was striving to get hold 
of the state. No charge ever made 
against the Church is as unfounded 
as that. 

We know of an instance in the 
recent election in which a strong 
local denomination got behind two 
of its members, one running for the 
governor of the state and the other 
for Congress. That has never hap- 
pened in the Catholic Church. Not 
even when Al Smith: ran for presi- 
dent of the United States and was 
opposed by organized Protestant 
groups, did a single Catholic Bish- 
op espouse his candidacy. In every 
city Catholics have run for office, 
and had the sad experience of see- 
ing their religion made a political 
issue, yet no Bishop, not even

a Bt subjection of the English 
people to the Russian may be de-

Speaking in London recently Dr. 
Halliday Sutherland, well known 
British medical authority and 
maternity specialist, warned that if 
Britain’s present birth rate figures 
continue the British race will die 
out. 
Dr, Sutherland told a Birming- 
ham meeting that in 1871 it was 
fashionable for the British family 
to have six children; in 1896 two; 
and in 1931 one, and that today it 
is fashionable to have no children 
at all. 
He charged that the British Gov- 
ernment is wilfully delaying public- 
ation of the report of the Royal 
Commission on the Birthrate ap- 
pointed in 1943, and called for the 
complete outlawing of all contra- 
ceptives and birth control propa- 
ganda and greatly increased chil- 
dren’s allowances in the income tax. 
There is also, of course, need for 
a great religious relival, Dr. South- 
erland said.

1 
forming the character of others 
if she herself did not practice 
the things she asked them to do. 
She is schooled in religion and 
allied subjects, such as the Lit- 
urgy. In her second year she 
takes up studies which belong 
to the school curriculum. 

At the end of the novitiate 
the novice takes temporary vows 
of poverty, chastity and obe- 
dience. It is only after several 
years of temporary vows that 
she is permitted to take.them for 
life. Up to the time she does 
take her vows she is perfectly 
free to return home and her su- 
periors have the right, if they 
do not regard her as a suitable 
subject, to dismiss her. 

There is a place in the convent 
for pious, generous-hearted girls, 
even though they be bereft of 
talent sufficient to enable them 
to teach in high schools, or aca- 
demies, or college, or even to 
teach at all. Domestic work in 
its many phases is needed at a 
Motherhouse or Provencial 
House, or at a hospital, or even 
in the many _ school convents. 
The Sister so occupied is not de- 
prived of anything spiritual, and 
her work is made a prayer by 
the supernatural motive she has. 
She merits because she accepts 
her assignment with the same 
cheerful heart that she would 
accept it if it came directly from 
God, and she obeys it in the 
name of God. She readily real- 
izes that there would not be 
much merit in any work if it 
were self chosen because of a 
material liking for it. 

Members of every convent are 
normal women who have chosen 
the Sisterhood as the best means 
to achieve that sanctification on 
which an eternity of bliss de- 
pends. They are not deprived 
of the love of their parents. In 
fact most parents love those 
daughters more than they do 
their other children. They are 
certain not to have grief because 
of involvement in difficulties at 
home, nor because of an unhappy 
marriage in which too many 
young people today find them- 
selves. On the other hand the 
girl who leaves home for the con- 
vent need not curtail her love for 
her parents or her brothers and 
sisters. She can do far more for 
them in a spiritual way where 
she is than she could if she had 
remained at home.

But however pure their motives 
may be, the practical result of 
their questioning can be as destruc- 
tive as though it. were deliberate- 
ly aimed at the life of our coun- 
try. 

Right now the average Ameri- 
can needs to perceive clearly that 
our democracy stands on a spir- 
itual basis against which, if it is 
understood and applied, these 
forces of doubt and sophistication 
can never prevail. 

The William J. Kerby Founda- 
tion seeks to have a share in this 
work of enlightenment.

In fact, during the past hundred 
years, no less than twenty-four 
alumni of the College have be- 
come Bishops in Maryland, Massa- 
chusetts, New York, Pennsylvan- 
ia, Rhode Island, Michigan, Iowa, 
Montana, Oregon, Virginia, West 
Virginia, the Carolinas, Louisiana, 
and California. 

Three thousand alumni have been 
ordained*to the priesthood, fifteen 
hundred of whom are now laboring 
tin 102 diocesés, 41 states, 21 re- 
ligious orders and congregations at 
home and abroad. 

Many have become distinguish- 
ed in the fields of education, journ- 
alism, Missions, etc. Among these 
have been Monsignor Pace of the

St. Charles is conducted by the 
Sulpician Fathers, a Society foun- 
ded over 300 years ago for the 
training of young men for the 
priesthood. The Sulpicians came to 
America in 1791 at the invitation 
of Bishop Carroll, and established 
in Baltimore the first seminary 
in the United States. Many of the 
early Sulpicians did missionary 
work and some of them became 
‘Bishops. 

The Beginnings of 
St. Charles 


The College was founded in 1831 
on a site donated by Charles Car- 
roll of Carrollton, brother of Bishop 
Carroll and a signer of the Declar- 
ation of Independence. The corner 
stone of the original building was 
laid by the signer himself amid 
impressive ceremonies. 

Because of financial difficulties 
and lack of vocations, the College 
did not open until the fall of 1848. 
The Rev. Oliver Jenkins, the first 
president, one professor and four 
students constituted the little com- 
munity. Father Jenkins personally 
contributed over $70,000 towards 
the construction of the first build- 
ing. Now, after one hundred years, 
the faculty numbers twenty-six 
priests and the student body four 
hundred and sixty. Of these, fifty 
are aspirants to the Paulist Fath- 
ers and thirty-five are veterans of 
the recent war. Altogether twenty- 
six different. dioceses are repre- 
sented. But even at that, many ap- 
plications have had to be refused 
from lack of room. 


Success In Spite 
of Difficulties 

St. Charles weathered the storms 
of bigotry, war between the states, 
major depressions, the fire of 1911 
and two world wars. The most dis- 
astrous blow was the fire of March 
16, 1911 which completely destroy- 
ed the building at Ellicott City. 
Within three weeks, however, 
classes were resumed in temporary 
quarters at the present site in Cat- 
onsville.

‘'T. Mary of Loretto is now in 
its fourth year of athletics. 
Football and basketball are its 
main sports. Although Loretto is 
young in sports competition, it has 
already shown that a school with 
spirit like hers can have a very 
good team. 

In 1945, Rev. Patrick Delahunty 
organized the first Loretto foot- 
ball team. The players that first 
year chose the nickname “Saints” 
and the colors “Blue and Gold.” 
Although the Saints came in on 
the short end of the scoring in all 
but one of their games that year, 
they showed a spirit that made 
eople know Loretta would soon 
e on the long side of the scoring. 
The record at the end of the seas- 
on said one tie and nine loses. 
Loretto’s second season showed 
that the spirit and _ will-to-win 
could accomplish something. The 
Saints lost three of their first 
six games and they finished the 
season with four straight victories. 
Just three years old as a foot- 
ball team in 1947, Loretto became 
a powerhouse on the gridiron. The 
Saints took up where they had 
left off the year before by extend- 
ing their winning streak. The Blue 
and Gold became the champions 
of the Montgomery Prep Football 
League. The record for last year 
was nine wins and one tie. 

This year having a fourteen- 
game win streak to work on at the 
beginning of the season, the Saints 
showed they didn’t want any 
schoo] to break- their streak. In 
the first six games Loretto has 
so far played they emerged the 
victors five times with one game 
ending in a tie. The Saints are 
now riding high on a 20 unbeat- 
en game streak and have a strong 
determination to continue their 
fine record. 

The Saints have also faired very 
well in basketball since ‘1945. The 
climax came last year when Loret- 
to won the city trophy over the 
other schools in the city.

ecause of financial difficulties 
and lack of vocations, the College 
did not open until the fall of 1848. 
The Rev. Oliver Jenkins, the first 
president, one professor and four 
students constituted the little com- 
munity. Father Jenkins personally 
contributed over $70,000 towards 
the construction of the first build- 
ing. Now, after one hundred years, 
the faculty numbers twenty-six 
priests and the student body four 
hundred and sixty. Of these, fifty 
are aspirants to the Paulist Fath- 
ers and thirty-five are veterans of 
the recent war. Altogether twenty- 
six different dioceses are repre- 
sented. But even at that, many ap- 
plications have had to be refused 
from lack of room. 


Success In Spite 
of Difficulties 

St. Charles weathered the storms 
of bigotry, war between the states, 
major depressions, the fire of 1911 
and two world wars. The most dis- 
astrous blow was the fire of March 
16, 1911 which completely destroy- 
ed the building at Ellicott City. 
Within three weeks, however, 
classes were resumed in temporary 
quarters at the present site in Cat- 
onsville. 

St. Charles men have always 
been -conspicuous for their loyalty 
and devotion to their Alma Mater 
and to the Sulpician Fathers who 
gave them their first lessons in 
priestly learning and virtue. The

Kickoff Discussion 


The discussion here recently about the unusual diagonal kickoff 
employed by the Purdue football team this year has brought quite

‘a number of letters, most of them disagreeing with the rule interpre- 


tation cited here which said that the kicking team cannot recover such 
a kickoff—any kickoff—before it has touched the’ ground. If the ball 
has touched the ground, or has been touched by one of the receiving 
team, then it is anybody’s ball. Since it is an onside kick, any mem- 
ber of the Ricking team can recover the ball and advance it. In this 
it differs from any other kicked ball, which cannot be recovered by the 
kicking team, always granting, of course, that no one on the receiving 
team has touched the ball. 

I diseussed that Purdue kickoff with E..C. Krieger, one of the 
best known football officials in the business and who himself is the 
author of a book on football rule interpretations. He said that 
no one on the kicking team may catch the ball. If he does so, it 
is an*automatic fou] and the other team gets the ball. It makes 
no difference, he said, whether a man on the receiving team 
makes an attempt to catch the ball, either. You understand, 
this méans a ball in flight; not one that has touched the ground or 
that has been touched by a player of the receiving team. 

Football rules are forever being changed, or new and different 
interpretations placed on them, while other rules, sections, articles, 
etc., are so obscure or contain such wording that they’d even baffle a 
Philadelphia lawyer. One of the reasons for the universal popularity 
of baseball as our national game is the fact that they never change 
the rules. If you hadn’t seen a baseball game in 50 years, and hadn’t read 
or heard a word about the game in that time, you could pick up right 
where you left off if you were to go to a game tomorrow. There 
hasn’t been a significant rule change in that time.

Meeting Plans 


Previously something was said 
in this column about developing 
interest, loyalty, and service in our 
youth. We suggested that these 
qualities could only be developed if 
our Catholic Youth Organization in 
our parish actually was an organ- 
ization for youth and run by youth. 
There is only one possible avenue 
through which the youth can take 
over the official reins of their or- 
ganization and that is through 
regular monthly meetings. Such 
monthly meetings must be conduct- 
ed by the youths themselves, and 
the business of the organization 
must be transacted by them under 
proper adult guidance and super- 
vision. Successful meetings, how- 
ever, must be properly conducted 
and they depend upon three essent- 
ial qualities: preparation, interest, 
and accomplishment of purpose. 

A successful meeting never hap- 
pens by chance. It is usually the 
result of definite plans made be- 
forehand by the officers and the 
Spiritual Director. This means a 
meeting of the officers and the Spir- 
itual Director prior to the regular 
meeting date at which time a care- 
fully planned meeting agenda is 
worked out. An interesting meeting 
must be one that captures the in- 
terest of its youth attending. The 
business to be taken up at the 
meeting must be handled in an in- 
teresting way and must, of course, 
be business in which the youth, 
themselves, are interested, likewise, 
a meeting that is to accomplish the 
purpose for which it is conducted 
must be guided according to a def- 
inite plan of action. The following 
suggested meeting agenda might 
prove helpful as a basis for your 
monthly meetings.
